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Council Votes Support Of Solomon

to occupy the attention of the Greenbelt city council as two coun- 
cilmen placed items on the agenda dealing with the controversial 
project. _____ 

arily turned the meeting over to 
Mayor Pro-tern Gil Weidenfeld for 
the discussion of CABLE television, 
citing conflict of interest on this 
issue. Pilski did not participate in 
the discussion of CABLE TV nor 
did he vote on any of the resolu¬ 
tions relating to it. 

The council then discussed a mo¬ 
tion by councilman Charles F. 
Schwan to direct the city manager 
to resubmit the proposed Charter 
amendment giving*the city author¬ 
ity to franchise CABLE television. 
“This is simply to clarify author¬ 
ity that already exists in the char¬ 
ter," Schwan said. He said it was 
simply a matter of mechanics. The 
four participating councilmen then 
voted unanimous approval of the 
motion. 

Schwan also introduced a motion 
to authorize the attendance of 
members of council at a one day 
seminar by the Metropolitan Wash¬ 
ington Council of Governments on 
CABLE television in Reston, Vir¬ 
ginia on November 15. This motion 
also passed and councilmen Schwan. 
Castaldi, and Weidenfeld indicated 
they would attend the seminar. 

Councilman White introduced a 
plan for a Citizens Advisory Com¬ 
mittee on CABLE Television and 
council agreed to put this item on 
the agenda for future discussion. 
School Crossing 

The council also passed a motion 
to install stop signs at the .inter¬ 
section of Lakecrest and Lakeside 
Drives to alleviate the hazards in 
that area to school children. The 
motion came in response to a re¬ 
quest from residents of Charles- 
towne Village and University Square 
to do something about the cross¬ 
walk at that intersection. Ms. Di¬ 
ane Kritt, who represented the par¬ 
ents, said that she came to the city 
because, “Our pleas to the school 
were unheard." The motion also di 
rected the city manager to work 
with the county government in 
finding other ways to improve the 
safety of children waiting for the 
school bus in that area. 

Board Vacancies 
Mayor Pilski suggested that coun¬ 
cil wait to fill two vacancies to 
city boards in order to receive more 
resumes. There will be a vacancy 
on the Employee Relations Board 
in November to be filled by coun¬ 
cil and one vacancy on the Com¬ 
munity Relations Advisory Board 
which is filled by the Mayor. Coun¬ 
cilman Schwan said that after this 
appointment is made by the Mayor, 
he would like to see the ordinance 
amended so that in the future coun 
cil would make the appointment. 
Youth Center Bid 
The council permitted John E. 
Lemon, general contractor for the 
Youth Center ceiling to increase the 
contract price of his bid in the 
amount of $1,760. The contracting 
firm had failed to include in its 
bid the cost of protective grids for 
the lighting fixtures. Lemon ex¬ 
plained that his firm thought the 
electrical contractor was including 
the grids in his price. “We were 
under the assumption during the 
bidding that this item was being 
picked up by the electrical con¬ 
tractor," Lemon said. Lemon offer¬ 
ed to absorb the cost of labor, $935, 
and was asking only for an in¬ 
crease to cover materials. Even 
with the increase, Lemon’s bid was 
below that of the closest bidder. 
Other Business 

In other business the council au¬ 
thorized the city manager to em¬ 
ploy two firms to appraise land 
which the city plans to acquire as 
open space. 

The council also authorized the 
manager to execute the owner/ar 
chitect agreement submitted by 
Walton, Madden, and Cooper for 
the addition to the municipal build 
mg. 

And the council voted unani¬ 
mously to accept the audit report 
which covered the city’s fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1973. The Report 
itemizes the assets, liabilities, re¬ 
serves, and surplus of each of ten 
funds maintained by the city, as 
well as listing expenditures and 
receipts. 
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Council Reacts With Disfavor 
To Moving The Post Office

By a 4-1 vote the Greenbelt city council, at their October 15 
meeting, passed a motion introduced by Councilman Thomas X. 
White to request the Post Office Department to do everything 
possible to keep postal services in the commercial center. 


The dissenting vote came from 
councilman Charles F. Schwan, Jr. 
who labeled the motion “absurd" 
and a “cop-out”. Schwan, who does 
not want to see the center lose pos¬ 
tal service either, said that the 
council needed more information. 
He felt that the motion would not 
accomplish anything, and would 
only appear to defend the public in¬ 
terest. 

The discussion of a new post of¬ 
fice site occurred as the council 
was considering a report from the 
Advisory Planning Board which 
recommended that the city try to 
retain a post office in the immedi¬ 
ate vicinity of the commercial cen¬ 
ter. 

Parking Problem 
Although the Post Office Depart¬ 
ment projects that it will need a 
facility with three times the area 
of the present building, the major 
problem is finding a site large en-' 
Gugh to provide a parking lot for 
Post Office vehicles. “A lot of space 
is needed for parking," city man¬ 
ager James K. Giese explained. 
There has been extensive vandal¬ 
ism of postal vehicles because they 
are parked off of government pro¬ 
perty in an area that is not secure. 

After examining various possible 
sites the Post Office Department 
had determined that the site locat¬ 
ed at the intersection of Parkway 
and Crescent opposite the Green¬ 
belt Community Church was the 
best location. However, Greenbelt 
Development Corporation, wholly- 
owned GHI subsidiary that owns 
the site, is unwilling to sell. The 
post office is now conducting a new 
survey of other possible sites. 

Benefits Business 
Mayor Richard Pilski urged the 
council to take a realistic look at 
the problem and try to come up 
with other sites. He agreed that the 
commercial center would suffer if 
the post office were moved. “It’s 
going to take away a lot if the post 
office is moved out of the center," 
Pilski said. Pilski added that the 
post office brings in traffic to the 
center which benefits the business¬ 
es there. “I’d like to be able to help 
those businessmen to pay for that 
100% assessment," Pilski added. 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld ex¬ 
pressed concern about the loss of 
consumer services. Weidenfeld in¬ 
troduced an amendment to the or 
iginal motion by White which re¬ 
quested the Post Office Department 
to at least maintain their consumer 
services in the Center. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi sug¬ 
gested that the post office set up 
satellite stations to relieve the bur 
den on the main facility, 

Ms. Rhea Cohen expressed sup¬ 
port for the motion from the audi¬ 
ence. “We have nothing to lose by 
notifying them that we would like 
to maintain services," Ms. Cohen 
sai.d. She added that she did not 
think that the increased demand 
for postal services has come from 
Greenbelt 

vSidewalks 

The council also voted to accept 
an Advisory Planning Board report 
on sidewalks for the city, and di¬ 
rected APB to prepare a plan for 
the expansion and improvement of 
the inner walkway system includ¬ 
ing lighting. The board also iden¬ 
tified a number of streets that do 
not have sidewalks. 

Speaking from the audience, Jo¬ 
seph Wilkinson, suggested that the 


APB hold open meetings on the 
proposed sidewalk plan, in order to 
receive input from the citizens. 
“This is a subject that is contro¬ 
versial," Wilkinson said. The coun¬ 
cil was reluctant to direct APB to 
hold an open meeting since APB 
has the power to make its own rules 
about open meetings. Mayor Pilski 
said that he would suggest to APB 
that they hold open meetings on the 
subject, but that he would not try 
to interfere with the board by dir¬ 
ecting them to do it The council 
agreed that citizen input should 
be obtained. 

A third APB report took note of 
the fact that the State Highway Im¬ 
provement Program for 1974-78 in¬ 
cludes the construction of portions 
of the outer Beltway. Since this 
construction might put pressure on 
the Highway Administration to 
open the Raltimore-Washington 
Parkway to truck traffic, the Board 
recommended that the city con¬ 
tinue to oppose the use of the B-W 
Parkway for truck traffic. The 
Board felt such use would have an 
adverse effect on the city in terms 
of the increase in noise and air pol¬ 
lution. The council passed a reso¬ 
lution to continue their opposition 
to the use of the Parkway by 
trucks.

GHI Searching For Solutions To 
Problems Of Resale, Audit, Other

The board of directors at the 
Greenbelt Homes October 11 meet¬ 
ing discussed problems in common 
with homeowners all over the state 
— the diminishing mortgage mark¬ 
et, the environment, and the fuel 
oil crisis. 

Manager Roy B reash ears submit¬ 
ted a draft of a contract allowing 
sellers to assign their units and to 
take back a purchase money note 
since mortgage money is not read¬ 
ily obtainable. Director Joseph 
Comproni preferred that GHI at¬ 
torney A1 Ginsberg include a dis¬ 
claimer of corporation involvement 
in case of default. He also hoped 
that the agreement was within the 
framework of the present lending 
laws 

President Jim Smith analyzed the 
problem as having two parts, the 
obligation of the board to assist 
people 'with the sale of their units 
and the obligation of the board to 
protect the corporation. The board 
accepted the draft directing Brea- 
shears to include a disclaimer. 

Audit 

Director Thomas X. White, the 
finance committee chairman, sub¬ 
mitted a letter requesting 10 na¬ 
tional and 6 local accounting firms 
to submit proposals which GH^ 
could review for selecting a firm 
for the yearly audit, the letter in¬ 
dicated GHI’s interest in consid¬ 
ering three different schemes: two 
full audits a year, one full audit a 
year or one full audit plus one 
special audit at an unannounced 
time. The firm presentlv being used, 
J. Henry Oehman Co. was included 
on the list. The letter received un¬ 
animous approval. 

Fuel Oil 

Breashears informed the board 
that Takoma Fuel Co. had sent a 
letter to GHI promising up to 
1,200,000 gallons of oil as needed at 
the posted purchase price at time 
of order. The oil to be used would 


be #4 which is made by mixing 
#3 with #6. The reason the fuel 
company is able to offer such a deal 
is a present contract with Stand¬ 
ard Oil, 

The current cost of the #4 oil 
already in the tanks as of August 
15 is 20.3 cents (quote is without 
sales tax). 

Greenbriar 

White reported the status of 
Greenbriar as of the Oct. 2 meet¬ 
ing in Annapolis and noted that 
GHI had formally requested a re¬ 
port on the point of discharge into 
the stream now being considered, 
but GHI had not received a reply. 
The state admitted that no evalu ¬ 
ation had been done. White also 
reported that he had spent some 
time with GHI's attorney looking 
into what legal steps GHI could 
pursue. 

Director Ted Byerly concurred 
that the Dept, of Water Resourc¬ 
es should be forced to give a cur¬ 
rent evaluation on current effluent 
data. Director Hugh O’Donnell felt 
the board should press the failure 
of the state to respond to letters 
from GHI. 

Member Relations 

Comproni, the chairman of mem¬ 
ber relations, submitted his pro¬ 
posals for the functioning of his 
committee. The committee, he said, 
Cont’d on page 3 


At the October 15 meeting the 
council passed unanimously a res¬ 
olution introduced by councilman 
Thomas X. White which put the 
council on record as supporting the 
stand on the plant taken by Dr. 
Neil Solomon, State Secretary of 
Health and Mental Hygiene. 

Dr. Solomon’s position is that he 
will deny a construction permit for 
the sewage treatment facility until 
the easement has been secured and 
until a discharge permit has been 
issued by the Department of Na¬ 
tural Resources. 

Although both the city council 
and Dr, Solomon are already on 
the record as requiring these two 
conditions, White said he felt the 
resolution was necessary because 
recent reports in the metropolitan 
press had misleadingly indicated 
that Solomon had acquiesced on 
this issue. 

The council also passed a motion 
by White requesting the Depart¬ 
ment of Water Resources to com¬ 
plete a point of discharge evalu¬ 
ation on the present point of dis¬ 
charge. 

A second Greenbriar item wa§ 
put on the agenda by councilman 
Richard Castaldi. Castaldi expres¬ 
sed concern over the possibility 
that Greenbriar would some day 
become a condominium with re¬ 
sponsibility for the sewage treat¬ 
ment plant being passed onto the 
owners-occupiers. Casaldi felt that 
this would be too great a burden 
for such owners to bear and wan¬ 
ted to know if WSSC or the county 
government would assume opera¬ 
tion of the plant. This matter was 
tabled. 

The council took notice of the 
fact that the Department of Water 
Resources will hold a public hear¬ 
ing on Greenbriar on Wednesday, 
November 21 at 9:30 a.m. in the 
council chambers.

On September 10, 1973 the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted 
Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1973-5, and the following 
Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

Charier Amendment Resolution Number 1973-5 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE CONSTI¬ 
TUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 23A 
OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS 
AMENDED), TITLE "CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL”, SUBTITLE,

had two areas of operation — mem¬ 
ber relations and community rela¬ 
tions. He wants the committee to 
locate a source for specialized items 
such as aluminum doors and 
screens which presently have to 
be special-ordered because of non 
standard sizes. The committee 
should help orient new members 
to GHI and to the community with 
special meetings and should en¬ 
courage GHI staff to update the 
GHI book of regulations. 

He also suggested writing an in¬ 
formative column for the News Re¬ 
view. He indicated he would take 
editorial responsibility for the col¬ 
umn and hoped that board members 
would wish to contribute. 

Smith was disappointed the com¬ 
mittee had not considered foster¬ 
ing an improved relationship be¬ 
tween the board and membership, 
and had not developed an orienta¬ 
tion program. He also thought the 
committee should have considered 
rewriting the handbook in terms of 
new regulations. 

Comproni indicated that his pro¬ 
posal was similar to last year's 
functioning of the committee. He 
maintained that asking a commit¬ 
tee which planned to deal with 
member relations to consider auth¬ 
oring and researching a handbook 
would mean he would lose half of 
his committee. 

The issue was never really dealt 
with; instead the use of the News 
Review became the topic. Weyel 
mentioned that the president and 
the manager should look at any 
thing submitted for publication. 
Breashears mentioned that some¬ 
thing that appeared in the News 
Review as a GHI column might 
cause member conflicts. O'Donnell 
stated information could be easily 
delineated. White suggested a topic 
for tlie column could be dealing 
with the energy crises in terms of 
individual conservation steps. Di¬ 
rector Don Volk indicated that it 
ems for member interest need to be 
published more frequently than the 
GHI Newsletter comes out. Com¬ 
proni indicated that he was willing 
to take the risk and could handle 
checking things out. Polaschik stat¬ 
ed it was a matter of courtesy to 
allow the president and the man 
ager to look at press releases. 

Steve Polaschik submitted a let¬ 
ter which was forwarded to mem 
ber relations that dealt with up¬ 
grading the appearance of GHI 
homes including remodeling with 
vinyl window frames, siding re¬ 
placement on frames and sandblas¬ 
ting brick homes. He also though! 
that members should be encouraged 
to develop courtyards on the ser¬ 
vice side by use of attractive fenc¬ 
ing or masonry walls. He felt that 
since GHI had struggled for years 
with the problem of upgrading and 
had no comprehensive pilot plan 
that GHI should develop incentives 
to members who will finance it per 
sonally such as nelping them se¬ 
cure contract work or wholesale 
prices on materials.
